New Oil Field. 


A dispatch from Weaton, on the C., 


H. & D. between here and Toledo, 
says that prosperous little village is 
on the verge of an old time oil boom, 
In the past men have probed the earth 
in the vicinity o£ the this hu3uii>.g vil- 
lage but oil was never found in Quan- 
tities or under conditions considered 
propitious at that ilme. Two wells 
just drilled in have made an excellent 
showing, 'both now doing one hundred 
barrels. This is a good well now and 
producers are contemplating the thor- 
ough -development of the field. Wes- 
ton field has no pipe line but it is 
stated that if oil is found in any quan- 
tity at all when more extensive opera- 
tions have tested the field that a line 
will be built from the territory to the 
nearest pipe line, three miles away. 
The wells previously drilled hav^ all 
made oil but when they were drilled 
the gusher was in the heyday or its 
reign and small producers were not 
counted on and were abanded. The 
great decrease in oil production, how- 
ever, has made the steady little pro- 
ducer the bananza.
